Survival  Students  Eat  Deer  Head,  Snakes

his  students  in  isolated  spots  in  the  desert 
and  left  them  alone  for  a three-day  “solo.” 

They  were  free  during  that  time  to  read, 
write,  think,  sleep  or  explore  the  country- 
side. Many  said  later  that  they  used  the 
time  for  contemplation  of  the  experiences 
to  that  point. 

According  to  Olsen,  the  fourth  week’s 
‘solo’  experience  is  the  most  important 
part  of  the  survival  course. 

STOP  FIGHTING 

“This  is  the  time  during  which  the 
people  no  longer  fight  against  their  barren 
environment,”  he  said.  “They  become  part 
of  the  land  in  a very  real  way  because  it 
has  sustained  them,  and  they  feel  a new 
kinship  with  the  forces  of  nature.” 

It  is  also  the  time  when  they  begin 
to  realize  what  they  have  done  and  the 
profound  impact  of  their  accomplishment 
begins  to  change  their  thinking,  accord- 
ing to  the  course  director. 

This  experience  of  man  against  the 


elements  has  provided  the  26  young  people 
with  a reorientation  of  their  thinking.  As 
one  coed  reported:  “My  values  have  been 
completely  rearranged.  I was  superficial 
before,  but  this  experience  has  made  me 
realize  what’s  really  important  in  life.” 

NON-VERBAL  TALK 
One  of  the  most  important  results  of 
the  experience  is  that  the  students  learned 
to  communicate  without  words.  At  first 
there  was  excited  chatter,  but  after  the 
second  week,  they  only  spoke  what  was 
absolutely  necessary.  Words  became  the 
lowest  form  of  communication  when  a look, 
a smile  or  a touch  could  say  more. 

This  new  concept  of  communication 
came  about  from  their  new  understanding 
of  the  things  around  them.  The  wind,  they 
said,  was  a giant  tape  recorder,  and  what- 
ever anyone  said  was  recorded  on  the  wind. 

But  did  they  really  conquer  the  wilder- 
ness? Boyd  Bobo,  an  experienced  camper 
before  he  left,  came  back  with  some  philo- 
sophical ideas:  “I  think  we  met  nature 


half-way.  By  conquering  part  of  it,  we 
conquered  ourselves.” 

This  one  experience,  designed  to  help 
students  realize  that  they  could  extend 
their  limits,  became  at  once  a social, 
psychological,  intellectual  and  religious 
experience. 

Olsen  said  that  this  survival  program 
has  been  successful  in  rehabilitating 
juvenile  offenders.  In  the  programs  pre- 
viously conducted,  “troublemakers”  in 
social  and  academic  situations  have  been 
known  to  come  back  from  the  wilderness 
as  responsible,  courteous  citizens  in  90 
per  cent  of  the  cases. 

Olsen  will  be  . conducting  two  more 
Youth  Leadership  480  courses  during  the 
Summer  School  1968  for  experienced  teach- 
ers, counselors,  youth  leaders,  adminis- 
trators and  college  students  from  all  aca- 
demic disciplines. 

“A  teacher  cannot  effectively  teach 
someone  else  until  he  knows  himself,”  he 
stated.
